WOUNDED WOMAN A 
SISTER OF JUDGE MURPHY. 


Mrs. Brawning Was Visiting Mrs. Sut- 
ter and Was About to Depart 
When Her Foot Caught 
in Her Skirts. 


Mrs. Ida Brawning, a woman prominent 
in fashionable society, wife of Louis A. 
Brawning, living at the West End Hotel, 
and sister of Judge Murphy of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, was seriously in- 
jured at 6 o’clock Thursday evening in a 
fearful fall down a stairway at the home of 
Mrs. G. N. Sutter, at 11 South Vandeventer 
avenue. 

Mrs. Brawning had called upon Mrs. Sut- 
ter late in the afternoon and was leaving 
when the accident occurred. 

She was upon the second floor of the 
house and stood at the head of the front 
stairs, half turning to speak to Mrs. Sut- 
ter, who was just behind her: As she 


stepped forward to descend the stairs Mrs. 
Brawning caught her right foot in ‘her 
skirts and plunged headlong. 

Mrs. Sutter clutched at the falling wo- 
man, but could do no more than just catch 
her dress, to have it jerked from her hand 
as her visitor fell. ; 

Mrs. Brawning struck first on her fore- 
head and then turned completely over, 
crashing against the wall at the bottom 
with bleod streaming from cuts on her 
head and her face white with terror. 

Mrs. Sutter hastened down after the in- 
ured woman and helped her from the floor. 

he blood was spurting from the wounds 
in her head, and the lower steps of the 
Stairs and the carpet at the foot were 
crimsoned. 

Dr. Carson of 4104 West Pine street was 
summoned, and after her wounds had been 
dressed Mrs. Brawning was removed to her 
home at the West End Hotel. Her principal 
injury is a deep gash in the head, though 
she has bruises about the body that are 
painful. 

The injured woman was resting easily 
Friday morning. Mrs. Sutter passed the 
night with her. 


IMPORTANT RAILROAD DEAL. 


Southern Road Geis Control of the St. 
Louis Air Line. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 16.—A railroad 
deal of more than erdinary interest is rap- 
idly progressing to a successful termina- 
tion and,in a short time the formal an- 


nouncement will be made that the Southern 
Railway has acquired control or posses- 
sion of the St. Louis Air Line (k., E. & 
St. L.), and of the Kentucky and Indiana 
bridge crossing the Ohio at Louisville. 

The first step toward the consummation 
of this scheme was the recent purchase 
by gentlemen directly connected with the 
Southern Railway of the Kentucky and 
Indiana ‘bonds held by the American Na- 
tional Bank of this city. 

The Southern has also been quietly at 
work for some time negotiating for the 
Louieville, Evansville & St. Louis, now in 
the hands of Receiver George T. Jarvis, and 
it is stated by those in authority that the 
deal has been all but consummated. This 
will give the Southern an entrance into 
Evansville and St. 
has long desired to touch, and it will be 
a direct competitor for business from these 
points and would have a voice in the mak- 
ing ot rates between these two _ cities, 
which privilege it does not now enjoy.

FORTUNE COMING TO HIM, 


cames B. Owens May Find Himself in 
Property Yet. 


A special to the Post-Dispatch from 
Carlinville, Ill., announces the good fortune 
of James B. Owens of St. Louis, who is at 
Engine House, No. 12. 

Five months ago his uncle, Michael.Feely, 
a wealthy Arizona mine owner, died, leav- 
ing an estate estimated to be worth over 
$75,000, mainly in gold and silver mines. He 
left no will, and his property goes to the 
nearest heirs. His sisters and brothers 
were Mesdames Mary Fogarty, Ann Owens, 
Lizzie Keloher, Bridget Lee, John Feeley 
and Patrick Feeley, all save Feeley being 
in the United States. 

As Feeley did not keep in touch with his 
relatives, they were unaware of his death 
until a month ago, when James B. Owens, 
a son of Ann Owens, hired a lawyer to 
look into the case.

An hour later a guest passing through 
the hall heard groans in 270 and reported 
the circumstances to the clerk. 

The room was entered and Villineune was 
found lying in his bed. 

The house physician was summoned. He 
found Villineune suffering from morphine 
poisoning and beyond help. 

An ambulance was summoned and Vil- 
lineune was removed to the Dispensary and 
then to the City Hospital. He:can not live. 

Nothing is known of the* man at the 
Lindell except that he is prominent in the 
Southwest and was a few years ago a-mil- 
lionaire. Bad luck depleted his fortune 
heavily, but in the last year he was very 
successful, and, it is said, retrieved much 
of his former wealth. : 

He is 42 years of age and came to St. 
Louis alone. He has a wife and child at 
Austin, Tex. 

The motive for the suicide is a mystery. 
Aside from his illness, which was not seri- 
ous, he had no trouble that any one at the 
hotel thas heard. : 

A special to the Post-Dispatch from Aus- 
tin Tex., says: ‘“Celestin Villneuve of this 
city is well and favorably known here, 
where the has resided for a number of 
years. He was raised in Indianola, this 
State. His father died when Celestin was 
a young man, leaving him an immense 
fortune. 

‘A long time he was a prominent banker 
at Abilene, Tex. He has lost a good deal 
of money lately in cotton futures and has 
been rubbing against the rough side of the 
world for some time. He resided in a 
fashionable part of the city and his wife 
was prostrated when informed of the sui- 
cide. She said she has betn expecting: it. 
His friends here state that despondency 
caused the deed. He was educated in Paris. 
His remains will be interred at ADilene, 
where he has relatives.”’

National Linseed Oil stock is just now 
occupying the regretful attention of many 
rich men in St. Louis, because of the pub- 
lished proposition looking to a reorgani- 
zation of the company. 

The feature of the linseed situation that 
excites most interest and comment in St. 
Louis is the amount of money lost by stock- 
holders here. P 

It is variously estimated that between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000 were wiped out in St. 
Louis by the toboggan siide which the 
stock has been taking since last spring, 
when it was up to 21%. 

It is now worth practically nothing, since 
it was offered at 1% Thursday, with no 
bidders. Indeed, a certain stockhoider, 
wishing to adequately express hia disgust 
and contempt for the stock Thursday of- 
fered to give a share for a street car ride. 

It is estimated that nearly half the stock, 
or about 90,000 shares, are owned in St. 
Louis. For the most of this an average of 
$40 was paid. That represents an invest- 
ment of $3,600,000. This stock is now worth 
at best $100,000, which makes the loss about 

The stockholders in St. Louls are natu- 
rally very sore, and it is said that many 
of them do not look -favorably on the re- 
organization scheme proposed. 

As yet nothing definite is known of the 
reorganization plans. The stockholders 
are asked to deposit their stock with the 
committee, which consists of Frederic P. 
Oleott, Chairman; Samuel Thomas and 
Henry W. Paar. After a majority has 
been deposited’ the scheme will be unfolded. 
But in the meantime each stockholder will 
be compelled to share in the expense in- 
curred in the attempt at reorganization. 

The operations of the National Linseed 
Oil Co. are naturally regarded with some 
suspicion by the stockholders, who have 
seen their money disappear into its ap- 
parently insatiable maw. 

In 1893 the stock took a drop from $41 
to $14.50, owing, it was freely alleged, to 
an attempt on the part of the manage- 
ment to speculate in flaxseed. It was 
charged that the management has~ at- 
tempted to corner the seed market and its 
failure was followed by a heavy slump. 
The stock never recovered its former val- 
ue, but steadily declined. There was a 
slight reaction in May and June of the 
present year, owing, it ts said, to the as- 
surances of St. Louis directors that lin- 
seed Was a good thing. 

Mr. Alexander Euston of St. Louis Is 
president of the company and there are two 
St. Louisans on the board of directors. 
They lfc John P. Keiser and Charlies Hodg- 
man.

At the tithe of the reaction In May and 
June it is stated the ‘company again in- 
dulged in an attempt to corner the fax 
market, and that the present deplorable 
condition of the market is due to its fall- 
ure. 

The affairs of the company having come 
to such a pass that further procedure Was 
impossible, eight stockholders in the East 
moved for a reorganization. They asked 
Mr. Frederick Olcott, president of the Cen- 
tral Trust Co., to form a reorganization 
committee. He has done thie by asking 
Gen. Samuel Thomas and Henry W. Poor, 
who !s a representative of the Rockefellers, 
to join with him.

They seem to consider that reorganiza- 
tion will require a ‘great deal of money 
and that there fs not sufficient guarantee 
that there will be any permanency to the 
benefit to be derived.

The Chief of Police believes he hes a com.- 
lete cuse. He will be able to demonstrate 
eyond a doubt that no matter whose 
hand put the poison in the candy that 


killed the two women, and no matter 
whose hand mailed the box containing it, 
Mrs. Cordelia Botkin’s hand wrote the ad- 
dress on the box and the note inclosed. 

The handwriting experts to whom the 
original adfrese and note were submitted 
for comparison with acknowledged exam- 
plars of Mrs. Botkin’s handwriting, not 
only pronounce the chirography the same, 
but demonstrave it to the complete satis- 
faction of any reasonable person. 

The experts made enlarged photographs 
of the handwriting that accompanied the 
candy and of the handwriting of Mrs. Bot- 
kin. These enlargements were made for 
that purpose, so that absolute accuracy in 
the reproductions would be secured. All of 
the general characteristics of slant, form 
and proportion were noted first. Then the 
spaces between the words, and then letters 
were carefully measured. Then a ecale was 
made of the relative heights of the differ- 
ent letters. After a standard of elant, 
spacing, height and formations had been 
established from the genuine handwriting, 
the writing corstained in the box of candy 
was compared with that standard. and 
though an effort in both slant and forma- 
tion was made to disguise the writing, still 
it conformed to the standard. The thought 
of concealing the spacing evidently did not 
occur to the writer, for it was not changed 
in the least and conforms almost exactiy 
to the standard of spacing in Mrs. Botkin's 
writings. 


Then each enlarged letter in (Re writing 
that accompanied the poisoned sweets was 
compared with enlargements of all of the 
corresvonding letters in the acknowledged 
handwriting of Mrs. Botkin. The forma- 
tion, the upward end downward tendency 
of similar strokes, and the pen pressure 
were found to correspond almost exactly. 
Letters were found in the disputed hand- 
writing that were exactly to a hairline like 
those found In the genuine writings of Mrs. 
Botkin. Every comparison has been made 
the subject of careful study, in which the 
most powerful microscopes have been 
brought into use. A most diligent search 
for those little characgeristics of handwrit- 
ing that become a part of one’s nature was 
made. and the same characteristics are 
found in both the genuine agd the disputed 
handwriting. A similar course has been 
pursued with the anonymous letters re- 
ceived by Mrs. Dunning from Sean Fran- 
cisco, and it leads to the irresistible con- 
elusion that Mrs. Botkin was the author of 
them. 

Even the ink of the disputed handwriting 
has been analyzed and studied under the 
microscope, and Chief Lees belteves that 
he will be able to produce the ink to which 
Mrs. Botkin had access that corresponds 
exactly with that used in writing the note 
in the box of candy. 

In this connection the composition of the 
anonymous letter sent to Mrs. Dunning and 
the letter written by Mrs. Botkin to a morn- 
ing paper makes an interesting study. The 
peculiar and frequent use of the words 
‘that’ and “all” are found fn both, as 1s 
the infrequently used “ought to.” The 
s2me long, peculiarly constructed and badly 
involved sentences are found in both.

JAMES GILFOYLE’S WILL. 


RATHER COMPLICATED CASE. 


Rev. Father Brady Lumped the Parish 
‘Debts, Borrowed $10,000 and 
Paid the Debts. 


A rather peculiar law suit was filed in the 
Circuit Court Friday by Judge Daniel Dil- 
lon, attorney for the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., against St. John’s Catholic 
Church at Sixteenth and Pine streets, 

The suit grows out of the business meth- 
ods peculiar to the Catholic Church, and as 
a result°of the death of Archbishop Ken- 
rick and Vicar-General P. P. Brady. 

The petition begins by saying that the 
Catholic churches of St. Louis are divided 
into parishes, and each parish, instead of 
being incorporated, is left to the business 
care of the parish priest, who transacts 
business with the approval of the Arch- 
bishop. The business affairs are also sub- 
ject, in a Way, to the approval of the par- 
ishoners, of whom there are many in Bt. 
John’s Parish. 

Because of this state of affairs the suit is 
brought against James Thomas Coffee, pas- 
tor of St. John’s Church; John J. Kain, 
Archbishop of St. Louis. and Edward 
Walsh, Jr., Charles C. Maffitt, Michael 
Cleary, Thomas Lynch,and James Maher, 
as representative members of the parish. 

Then the petition goes on to teljl what 
the suit is about. 

James Gilfoyle, a member of the parish, 
died in September or October, 1897, and left 
a will, making tne Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. executor thereof. Among his 
papers were found two notes or promises 
to pay. One of these was for $10,421 and 
is signed by Philip P. Brady, Vicar Gen- 
eral, and is payable in five years or sooner 
if necessary, and bears 4 per cent interest. 
The existence of this note is explained by 
the statement that in 1892 the church had 
accumulated a large number of small 
debts, which were hard to look after, so 
they were all counted up and were found 
to amount to $10,421, which sum Father 
Brady borrowed from Mr. Gilfoyle to pay 
off the other debts. 

Two years later, none of the interest 
having been paid, Father Coffee, as suc- 
cessor of Father Brady, gave Gilfoyle a 
note for $416.84 for interest due for the first 
year. Neither of these notes and none of 
the interest has been paid. 

The title to the real estate, which was 
in Archbishop Kenrick at the time the 
notes were made, has since been vested in 
Archbishop Kain by a decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court, entered in 1895. 

The plaintiffs ask that an equitable judg- 
ment be rendered in favor of the Gilfoyle 
estate as against the defendants named 
and the entire parish, and that the judg- 
ment be declared a lien on the real estate 
on which the church is built.

Peace Commissioners Fully 
Prepared for Their Mission. 


WE WILL AT LEAST 
HOLD ON TO LUZON. 


INSTRUCTIONS ARE NOT TIRON- 
CLAD AND COMMISSIONERS 
HAVE SOME LATITUDE. 


SPAIN IS NOW A 
CONQUERED NATION. 


This Idea Is to Be Kept Dominant and 
Spaniards Are Expected to Quick- 
ly Acquiesce in the Terms 
to Be Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16—The members 


of the Peace Commission have been fully } 


instructed by the President. While for ob- 
vious reasons it was determined that the 
nature of the instructions as to the nego- 
tiation about to be entered upon should for 
the present be kept secret and made 
known only after definite results shall 
have been reached, it is pdssible to estate 
authoritatively that the commission goes 
to Paris fully prepared to follow a course 


mapped out for it as the result of the 
consultations of the last two days. 

At the very outset it will be made clear 
to the Spanfsh Commissioners’ that as 
in the case of the preliminary protocol, 
there can be no deviation from or modl- 
fication of the demands made by the 
United States. 

The decision arrived at by the President, 
after a full consultation with the members 
of the commission subsequently received 
the cordial and unanimous approval of the 
Cabinet. The Commission sails from New 
York on the Campania at 2 o’clock Satur- 
day afternoon. 


It je understood that the Instructions as 
finally drafted are more epecific than at 
first contemplated, especially as regards 
methods of procedure. The commission is 
to proceed always on the assumption that 
the United States has conquered Spain. 
Strictly speaking, there will be no negotia- 
tions whatever, but the Spanish commls- 
sioners will be informed that the United 
States will stop the war if Spain yields all 
her colonial possessions peaceably. Other- 
wise, the war w.ll go on, and the Spanish 
peninsula will be attacked by sea anc land, 

The President felt at first that the pos- 
session of Manila Bay would s6ecure the 
United States all the commercial, political 
and military advantages to be desired, Sub- 
sequently it appeared that the whole fsiand 
of Luzon would be necessary to the safe 
occupation of Manila Bay. 


It is not to be understood that the com- 
missioners go under ironclad and un- 
changeable instructions at all points, for 
there is a certain amount of flexibility in 
the instruction also. As one of the Cabinet 
members put it, the President might just 
as well have reduced his wishes to paper 
in the form of an ultimatum and have sent 
that to Paris by messengers. The Peace 
Commissioners are in no sense mere mouth- 
pleces, but having chosen with the greatest 
care and consideration five men in whom 
he puts the most implicit confidence. the 
President feels that they are to be trusted 
with the interests of the United States, It 
ise not expected they will have a free rein 
in the larger questions of policy, but with 
ample opportunities for consultations by 
cable and otherwise, there is no reason why 
the commissioners should not be able to 
carry. out the desires of the administration 
and at the same time have the opportunity 
to somewhat shape those desires by con- 
veying information they may acquire, For 
instance, it is expected that at Paris the 
commissioners will meet Gen. Merritt, fresh 
from Manilla, and in addition they will 
there have the benefit of a special report 
from Admiral Dewey. These will be of the 
greatest value, for the commissioners are 
not ac uainted with the Philippine ques- 
tion in detail, and even the information that 
is to be acquired from the Spanish Peace 
Commissioners is not to be despised when ft 
takes such an official form that it can be 
relied upon as to accuracy. 

All arrangements have been completed for 
the departure of the commission and its 
staff. Most of the party will leave Wash- 
ington at 4 o’clock to-day for New York, 
but circumstances may detain some of the 
commissioners until the night train. 

The Campania sails at 2 p. m. Saturday 
and explicit instructions have been given 
all-of the members of the party as to 
being on board at that time.

10,000 OF THEM AT FASHODA. 


The King of Abyssinia Is Backing the 
Expedition Led by Marchand, 
the French Officer. 


CAIRO, Sept. 16.—Capt. Marchand, with 
his French expedition, backed by 10,000 
Abyssinian warriors put in the field by 
King Menelik, occupies Fashoda on the 
White Nile. 


LONDON, Sept. 16—The Dally Tele- 
graph’s correspondent says: There is no 
doubt that this is the Marchand expedi- 
tion. The dispatch was sent from As- 
souan, and the Captain interviewed be- 
longed to the steamer Tewfikch, one of 
the dervishes’ steamers, which surrendered 
to Gen. Kitchener on its return from 
Fashoda., 

The correspondent described Gen. Kitch- 
ener’s efforts to prevent the news reaching 
Engiand. He says: “I wired this identi- 
cal news a week ago from Omdurman. The 
Sirdar flatly refused to allow any corre- 
spondent to accompany him south of Om- 
durman, or to go independently. He com- 
pelled us to sell our horses and camels, 
and then told us unless we returned north- 
ward forthwith he could not guarantee us 
transportation. Gen, Kitchener has sent 800 
Soudanese, men of the Cameron High- 
landers, two batteries of Nordenfeldt 
mountain guns and several Maxims on 
board the gunboats Sultan and Shiekh. 
The Sirdar accompanies the force on the 
steamer Dal. Probably they have already 
arrived at Fashoda."’ 

The correspondent says also, detailing an 


earller movement, that the gunboat Sultan 
was sent up the Blue Nile to intengept a 
Dervish garrison 200 strong, coming to re- 
enforce the Khalifa. The unboat found 
and engaged the enemy, killing 1000 and 
driving the remainder back.

The sword and the bayonet are going out of use except in 
War poetry and overdone declamation, and as shovels and 
Eparles. 

Gen. Breckenridge, in his official report, observes that the 
bayonet was not used in the charges at El Caney and San 
Juan.

Gen. Miles’ letter to Gen. Nunez of the Cuban Legation at 
Washington was evidently written for the purpose of paying 
a compliment to Gen. Garcia. “I deeply regretted not seeing 
more of Gen. Garcia,” wyites the American commander, “as I 
wished to thank him for the good service he and those under 
his command had rendered. Please send him a copy of this 
at your first opportunity.” 

There has been so much said 
about the Cubans calculated to wound their susceptibilities 
and provoke resentment that the task of the United States 
in the island has been materially complicated. The Cubans 
have suffered intolerable hardships for 400 years and it fs not 
surprising that they have developed some qualities not agree- 
able to Americans. But they made a brave fight for liberty 
and ought to be encouraged by kind and considerate treat- 
ment instead of disheartened by too plain criticism of their 
faults.

They deserve it and other Americans 
should see and emphasize the virtues of the Cuban rather 
than harp on his weaknesses and vices. You can’t improve 
a man by constently reminding him of his vices.

The Woman's Relief Association of the 
First Regiment, National Guard Mis- 
sourit Volunteers, having collected and 
received various sums of money from sub- 
scriptions, donations and entertainments 
since its organization, deem it advisable to 
publish an account of some of the expendi- 


tures, thus acquainting the public with the 
work they have been doing and showing 
the good so far accomplished and benefits 
conterred. 

In addition to the medicines and supplies 
sent to the soldiers at Chickamauga much 
aid has been given the families of the sol- 
diers needing relief wherever found or re- 
ported to the association during the ab- 
sence of the regiment, and since its return 
the sick and heipless have been watched 
and cared for at their homes and at the 
hospital in whatever seemed the most judi- 
cious manner by, a committee of ladies ap- 
pointed for that purpose. 

Transportation has been furnished the 
convalescents in many instances, and not 
only for our boys of the First, for wherever 
the need was found help was freely given. 

The money remaining in the treasury will 
be used in ameliorating the condition of the 
sick soldiers in the hospitals as long as it 
may be required. 

At present 16 of the First Regiment are at 
the City Hospital receiving care and atten- 
tion, fruit and oe aeptengy food being pro- 
vided for their daily use by the association 
and its friends. 

Thus the good work goes on and plenty of 
use will be found for the money at present 
in the treasury. The following letters ex- 
plain themselves and serve to show how 
welcome the kind service has been and 
how thankfully received.

BUILD A SHED.

Citizen Althaus Was Compell:d to Tear 
Down a Shed, While Citizen Ber- 
nius Was Allowed to Build One. 


Compiications ;have grown out of the 
ruling by Building Commissioner J. Harry 
Randall in regard to Frederick Bernius’ 
new shed in the rear of Mr. Bernius’ new 
store building, on the southeast corner of 
Virginia avenue and Sidney street. Compli- 
cations grow out of many of Mr. Randall's 
rulings, but this one promises to result in 
work for both carpenters and lawyers. 

Virginia avenue is comparatively a new 
thoroughfare, but it has pretensions to 
style, particularly that part of it north of 
Magnolia avenue. After the explorer passes 
Magnolia avenue going south he has to 
take Virginia avenue as a matter of faith 
in a wilderness of cockleburrs and bull- 
grass till he gets within hailing distance of 
the old cemetery on Arsenal etreet. Around 
the Sidney street corner there are new and 
handsome residences, granitoid walks and 
other evidences of prosperity and taste. 

When Mr. Bernius, who runs a grocery 


store at 1900 South Third street, ran up a 
two-story frame wagon house in the rear of 
his new brick building on Virginia avenue. 
there was a protest. The neighbors toid 
the policeman on the beat that it was a 
scandal not to be endured and a menace to 
the welfare of the neighborhood. The po- 
liceman found the work was being done by 
authority of a building permit from Mr. 
Randall 

Mr. Randall said the shed was only 18 
feet high by 20 deep and 30 long and that 
such a structure was admissible in that dis- 
trict, and he could not refuse the permit. 
The neighbors told each other and every- 
body else who asked them that Councilman 
Kratz’s brother had the contract to exca- 
vate the cellar for Mr. Bernius’ new store 
and that Councilman Kratz objected stren- 
er to anybody objecting to the Bernius 
shed. 

Now comes ‘Lou's Althaus and charges 
the Building Commissioners with discrimi- 
nation in the matter of two-story sheds on 
Virginia avenue. Althaus owns the butcher 
shop on the northwest corner of+ Virginia 
and Magnolia avenues. About four months 
ago he had a two-story frame shed erected 
in the rear of h‘'s building. The neighbors 
protested and Deputy Building Commission- 
er Dietz came out and decided the shed 
must come down. 

‘Althaus says it was not more than 16 
feet high and was not as large in other 
ways as the Bernius shed, but he had to 
have it torn down and made much smaller 
in every way. It cost him about $100 extra. 

Now Mr. Althaus declares if Mr. Bernjus’ 
shed is to remain he will have one like it. 

“IT need a two-story shed,” said Althaus 
Friday, “and if Bernius can build one I 
don’t see why I can’t. If the Building Com- 
missioner makes me trouble about it I am 
ready to test the matter inthe courts. Of 
course, I'm not looking for a lawsuit. but 
I will fight for my rights. If one man can 
have a two-story frame shed in this dis- 
trict, another can. 

“The action of the Building Commissioner 
in making me tear down and rebuild my 
shed made that little one-story affair out in 
the back yard cost me as much as a nice 
brick stable. es 

“Unless the Bernius shed comes down 
up goes one in my back yard.” : 

The man in charge of the work at Mr 
Bernius’ new store said: “This shed was 
built on a permit, regularly issued and reg- 
ularly signed, and it’s going to stay here 
Aulthaus’ troubles ain't nothing to us. He 
oan build all the sheds he wants, so far 
as I'm concerned,”’

Organized Movement to Insist Upon 
Bills of Lading Directly 
Into St. Louis. 


Jefferson Barracks and its improvement 
received a large share of attention from 
the Business Men’s League’s executive 
committee Thursday afternoon, 

President John C. Wilkinson was in the 
chair and there were present Messrs. 8. 
M. Kennard, L. B. Tebbetts, Goodman 
King, D. D. Walker, Frank Shapleigh, C. 
H. Spencer, Edward Devoy, W. K. ‘Kav- 
anaugh, J. E. Pilcher and Secretary 
James Cox. 

Lieutenant-Colonel John H. Cavender and 
Capt. Clifford B. Allen of the First Regi- 
ment attended by invitation. 

After the monthly report of the secre- 
tary, showing commercial progress, had 
been read, a jong report concerning the 
movement to secure the mobilization of 
troops at Jefferson Barracks and the es- 
tablishment of a large Government supply 
depot here, was presented. 

After some discussion the following reso- 
lution, presented by Mr. Devoy, was 
adopted: 

Whereas, During the late war the advantages of 
Jefferson Barracks for the mobilization of troops 
have been conspicuously demonstrated; and, 
Whereas, St. Louis is the nearest great distrib- 
uting center to the army posts in the West and 
Southwest, and also to ports on the gulf; 

Be it resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to secure the co-operation of the Mayor 
and commercial organizations in a systematic ef- 
fort to secure further improvements at Jefferson 
Barracks and its recognition as a first-class cav- 
airy. artillery and infantry post, and to press the 
claims of St. Louls for the location here of a 
Government supply depot of sufficient maguitude 
to enable the city to secure and promptly fill or- 
ders for supplies for the military. 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution be fur- 
nished our representatives in the Senate and 
House; that the thanks of this meeting be’ ten- 
dered them for past efforts in this direction, and 
that they be urged to continue thelr efforts until 
the equitable demands of the City of St. Lou's 
have been fully complied with. 

Resolved, That the Mayor and the Presidents of 
the Merchants’ Exchange and other organizations 
be asked to appoint representatives to secure 
joint action in this movement. 

It was unanimously resolved to accede to 
the request of the Mayor that a repre- 
sentative of the league be appointed to 
serve on a commission of private citizens, 
whose duty it shall be to draft amend- 
ments to the charter. 

A long report of a joint committee on the 
St. Louis bill of lading was adopted. The 
recommendations of the committee are: 

1. Issue’ St. Louis’ bills of lading on all com- 
merce from this city to east side territory from 
and after an agreed date early in the future. 

2. To make all billing on east-bound shipments 
show St. Louis tates of freight only, with no 
3. To publish tariffs, showing rates from St. 
%. To public tariffs, showing rates from S&t. 
Louls to points east of the Mississippi River, and 
to issue St. Louis bills of lading for east-bound 
shipments, sala tariffs and bills of lading to show 
rates not In excess of 2 cents per 100 pounds above 
the rates from East St. Louis, and on shipments 
of 100 pounds or less not In excess of 2 cents for a 
single shipment above the rate from East St. 
Louis; provided, a.so, that where rates between 
Fast St. Louis -and St. Louls on car loads are 
less than 2 cents per 100 pounds that they be used 
as the basis instead of 2 cents. 

4. That all railroad companies whose lines now 
terminate on the east side of the river should 
speedily arrange fo: railroad terminal facilities 
on the west side of the river, in order that the 
commerce of this eclty may be handled with sat- 
isfaction and dispatch, this to be done by a fixed 
date, as early in tLe future as possible. 

5. That the St. Louis Terminal Railroad Asso- 
clation be requested to co-operate with us In car- 
rying into effect the foregoing resolutions. 

6. That this committee report its conclusions to 
the different governing bodies, requesting them to 
appoint a joint committee, with power to act until 
the spirit of these resolutiong be complied with by 
the railroad companies. 

The correspondence between the League 
and Gov. Stephens relative to the commis- 
sions of officers of the First Regiment was 
gone into. Lieutenant-Colonel Cavender 
thanked the League for its efforts and de- 
nied emphatically the charges made against 
him by Messrs. Hickman and Hauck. The 
Military Committee was instructed to watch 
the interests of the St. Louis Militia. 


Willed Postoffice to a Friend. 


(Jackson (Miss.) Letter to the Memphis 
Commercial Appeal.) 
Mississippi undoubtedly has the first case 
on record of.an attempt to dispose of a 
postoffice by will. Every one is familiar

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Reception of the St. Louis 
Crack Military Organ- 
ization. 


Rattery A is speeding Westward to en- 
camp in Jefferson Barracks, but so far as 
the War Department at Washington is con- 
cerned nothing has been done for its recep- 


tion. 


If Maj. Brinkerhoff, in command of the 
post, or Maj. Harrison, in charge of com- 
missary arrangements for returning troops, 
were disposed to adhere to the red tape 
that has caused so much misery the brave 
boys of the St. Louls artillery organization 
would find themselves “hard up against 
it’”’ when they arrived home. 

In the absence of instructions they could 
be refused camping grounds, and not one 
word has been received concerning or ar- 
ranging a food supply. 

Instead of this pressing need receiving 


Attention, telegrams came to the Barracks 
telling of the movement of troops from 
places where they never were, as in the 
case of a dispatch stating that the Second 
Missouri was moving from Pennsylvania 
when it bas not been north of the Ohio 
River. 

So far as their official knowledge goes, 
neither Maj, Brinkerhoff nor Maj. Harri- 
son Knows that Baitery A is in existence, 
let aione within a few hours of arriving 
from foreign shores. There have been mes- 
eages relating to the coming of the Twelfth 
Regular intantry some time next week, 
but the battery has not been mentioned. 

Said Maj. Harrison Friday morning: All 
we know about Battery A is what we glean 
from the papers. There has been no offictal 
information received here concerning the 
battery’s encampment at the barracks, or 
that it is en route from New York, or for 
that matter ever reached New York. — 

“We know it is a part of the United 
States army, though, and will receive it 
and care for it in the best possible style. 
lt is queer that no orders have been re- 
ceived, but possibly it has not left New 
York.” 

Maj. Harrieon did not know that the or- 
ganization was then half way across the 
Empire State on its way to St. Louis. 

Friends of the battery need have no &ap- 
prehension that the men w.ll be either ill- 
treated or poorly fed, for Ma}. Brinkerhoff 
is going to allow Capt. Rumbold to eeiect 
his own camping site, and Maj. Harrison 
assured the Post-Dispatch Friday that am- 
»le provisions were on hand to feed the 
lareuet company of the hungriest artillery- 
men ever organized into a battery. 

Maj. Harrison said the camp would not 
be far from its old site, lately occupied by 
the immunes. Water has been piped to 
that point, and there will be no such heavy 
work in supplying the camp as there was in 
the spring. 


The immunes vacated the grove where the 
battery formerly was, shortly after noon 
Friday and are now on their way to Camp 
Hamilton, Lexington, Ky., where they will 
arrive Saturday afternoon. 

The work of loading the cars was begun 
by Col. Godwin immediately after morn- 
ing mess Friday, in a drenching rain. At 
9:30 the weather moderated, and as most 
of the camp baggage was on the cars, the 
Colonel decided to take no more chances 
with the rain and had the general sounded. 

It was noon before the last load of 
tentage was put on the train. 

When the freight cars were out of the 
way the passenger coaches were backed 
down to the siding and the troops went 
aboard, 

No stop was made at Union Station and 
the regiment in three sections proceeded 
toward Lexington over the Air Line via 
Louisville. Many of the officers’ wives 
will follow Friday night. The sick report 
Friday morning gave 14 men ill. Ten were 
strong enough to accompany the regiment 
and four were left in the post hospital. 
All are suffering with malaria. 

The last night of the Seventh Regiment 
of Immunes in Jefferson Barracks was a 
merry one. Camp fires burned in the 
company streets and songs and “buck” 
dancing were continued past the hour for 
taps. Col, Godwin said all the men were 
accounted for Friday morning. 


The Third Regiment of Engineers is under 
orders to follow the itmmunes Saturday. 
Their programme will be similar to that 
which prevailed tn Col. Goodman’s camp 
Friday. The regiment will probably leave 
the Barracks station atl p. m. 

According to Maj. Brinkerhoff it has not 
been definitely decided whether the First 
Regiment will move its camp to the site 
occupied by the Engineers, but it ts very 
probable that this will be done. 

‘They may not go there,”’ said the Major, 
“but on account of the bad weather the 
camp will be moved somewhere.nearer the 
station.”’ 

Maj. Hereford of the First sald the move 
would be made during the first part of the 
week. 

Thieves again entered the First’s camp 
Thursday night and got away with a quan- 
tity of food and clothing. The sentries 
fired four shots at the robbers without

The last gentleman stated that his sig- 
nature had been secured on the represen-

In addition to those who put in writing 
their protest against the alleged forgeries 
of their names, a number of property 
owners whose names appear on the peti- 
tion gave the officer and Mr. Duckworth 
verbal assurance that the signatures were 
forged. 

Among these were W. L. Crave and the 
North St. Louls Savings Bank, Arnold 
Beck, president. Mr. Duckworth states 
that A. C. Luecking, whose name appears 
on the petition, is not a property owner 
in that block. 

He states further that he was told by 
George Hunt, whose name is on the pe- 
tition, that he is not a taxpayer at all, 
but that he signed the name of his moth- 
er, who is a taxpayer, and his own.

LIVE WIRE SENT THE POWER 
THROUGH THE ANIMAL LIKE 
LIGHTNING. 


A horse was electrocuted by a live wire 
in front of 822 South Broadway Thursday 
evening. 

The horse was attached to a wagon 
driven by Henry Huckshald of 7709 Penn- 
sylvania avenue. 

The wire belonged to the United States 
army and connected a telephone with the 
Barracks.

The current ran 
through his body with the swiftness of 
lightning. The flesh peeled off the back 
and two holes in the legs ehowed the 
havoc the wire had wrought. 

Another horse attached to the game 
wagon was also caught by the wire, but 
escaped with small injury.

WHERE ALL 1S RUINS 


HURRICANE IN THE WEST IN- 
DIES WAS AS DESTRUCTIVE 
AS FIRST REPORTED. 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—The dispatches re- 
ceived at the Colonial Office from the 
British authorities in the West Indies indl- 
cate, as a whole, that the earliest reports of 
the havoc wrought by the hurricane Satur- 
day night were not exaggerated. They show 
wide-spread devastation and that probably 
nearly 400 persons met death in the storm. 

Owing to the breakdown of telegraphic 
and telephone systems, the real extent of 


the disaster is still unknown, but financial 
aid is required to meet the distress. People 
are flocking into Kingston, St. Vincent, 
from the country around for shelter and 
food. Everywhere it appears that all the 
small buildings and many large ones were 
destroyed, and there is no doubt that the 
fatalities were numerous. 

Sir Cornelius Moloney, Governor of the 
Windward Islands, cables that two vessels 
were sunk, and that the fate of many 
others is unknown. 

The Governor of Barbadoes, Sir J. 8. 
Hay, reports that the hurricane was of ten 
hours’ duration. Already he has been _ of- 
ficially notified of sixty-one deaths and of 
thirty-one persons seriously wounded, 

An immense tidal wave, swept in by the 
furious wind, washed almost over Cholseul, 
and did much damage. Estates were much 
damaged, and many were ruined, 

There were serious landslides near Three 
Rivers and Guadeloupe, where also great

1 The theory that there is a woman in the 
“case is rejected by (Mr. Brysen, who says 
his nephew was not the sort of man to 


form a secret alliance. While Mr. Bryson 
holds this belief, there are other persons, 
with more experience as to the temptations 
that beset a young man with money ina 
large city than the prosperous old Tey- 
nessee stock-raiser has, who persist 
thinking that young Alexander may 
passing his time with a woman. 

He may even be doing so involuntarily. 
| Alexander was not only pecullarly ap- 
proachable, but he generally made the first 
advances to strangers. 

“I never saw such a friendly chap with 
@trangers,”’ said a barkeeper who saw AIl- 
exander frequently during the latter’s resi- 
dence at the Normandie. “If he came in to 
get a glass of beer—which was about as 
wsnuch as he ever drank—and he saw some- 
body else at the bar he would begin a con- 
vVersation at once, and if the other man 
would let him he'd pay for both drinks. 
He would talk to anybody and seemed to 
want companionship. He'd have been dead 


‘ easy for a gang of ‘big mitt’ men,” 


This sociable inclination of Alexander, it 
is thought, would have made It easy for a 
designing woman to have Ingratiated her- 
self with him. His nervous temperament 
and inability to “carry liquor’ would have 
made it still easier for such a woman to 
keep him in an irresponsible condition if 
ehe ever got him in a quiet flat such as 
abound not many blocks away from the 
Hotel Normandy, 

But here the pecuniary aspect of the 
case intrudes itself. 

Alexander had only about $60 when he 
walked away from Hotel Normandie that 
‘hot September afternoon. He had on no 
(vest. Sixty dollars would hardiy - have 
Supported Alexander alone the two weeks 
‘he has been missing, -to say nothing of 
‘how quickly a woman of evil habits would 
have scAttered it. 

It is regarded as barely within the range 
of possibility that the young man is being 
held until-a large reward is offered for 
information of his whereabouts. His uncie 
as offered a reward of $50 for such in- 


‘formation, but that would not be enough 


to tempt a person bold enough to hold a 
man for ransom in a populous city. 

There is an even more harrowing poss!- 
bility than abduction in the Alexander 
case. The young man may have been 
tnurdered. Several times during the last 
few years in St. Louls men who have been 
enticed into dens of iniquity have been 
Slain while they were being robbed.

SINGULAR ACCIDENT WHICH DE- 
PRIVED WILLIAM 0. MILLER 
OF HIS LIFE. 


HEAD CRUSHED BY A WEIGHT. 


While Calling Down an Elevator Shaft 
He Was Struc« and Met In- 
stant Death. 


The funeral of Willlam O. Miller, who 
was killed by an elevator in the 8S. N. Long 
Syrup Co.'s factory, at Ninth and Gratiot 
streeta, Thursday, will take place Satur- 
day afternoon from his late residence, 3006 
Newstead avenue, to the Bethania Ceme- 
tery, 

The death of Mr. Miller was due to a sad 
accident. He was on the fourth floor of the 
factory and wanted to call the elevator, 
He put his head through the space between 
the timbers that gulde the counter 
weights of the elevator and called to the, 
conductor. As the car started up, thé heavy 


counter weights started down and the one 
on the side, where he was struck him on 
the back of the head, breaking his neck 
and almost cutting his head off. No injury 
is apparent anywhere, except about the 
neck and the back of the head. 

Hils death must have been as Instanta- 
neous as though he had been guillotined, 
Mr. Long, his employer. was deeply 
rieved at the accident, and said that Mr. 
Miller was almost iike a member of his 
own family. having been a faithful worker 
in the factory for a great many years. 
Mrs. Miller. who is left a widow with 
two boys, aged 10 and 12 years, is heart- 
broken, and it is feared her health will 
break down under the stress of grief. 
Mr. Miller waa 41 years old and an ex- 
emplary husband and citizen, being well 
liked and respected by all who knew him. 
Mrs. Swartz of Keokuk, low a sister of 
Mra. Miller, arrived Friday and did all 
ehe could to console Mrs. Miller in her 
distress.

FIRST DISTRICT POLICE COURT 
RETURNED TO THE DINGY 
BASEMENT. 


Ite Thinks the’ Bascment Courtroom a 
Shame and Disgrace to the City, 
as Well as to the Court. 


After two months’ session in a large, airy 
court-room, .Judge Peabody has been 
obliged to return to the dingy old quarters 
in the basement of the Four Courts bulld- 
ing. His Honor is not pleased with the 
change and he expressed his displeasure 
in forcible language Friday morning. 

“This place,’’ said the Judge, as he as- 
cended the bench in the stuffy apartment, 
“Is a shame and disgrace to the city. How 
much longer we will have to submit to 
such miserable treatment at the hands of 
our municipal authorities 1 am unable to 
say. 

“I want it understood, however, that I 
was not forced to leave the upper court- 
room. I did so of my own free will. By 
law and custom 1] was entitled to the loca- 
tion I vacated. 

“For 27 years or more the Police Court 
has transacted business on the first floor 
of this building. When additional criminal 
courts were created [ Was asked to ar- 
range a tribunal in the basement. At the 
time @ tacit agreement was made that I 
was to move back in three months. 

‘This year I felt certain I would be able 
to leave these cramped quarters, During 
Judge's Klein's absence I was allowed the 
use of his room, I was advised to hold on 
there, but as Judge Kiein is a personal 
friend, I preferred to submit to the incon- 
venience. 

“But I object etrenuously to coming 
down here again for the winter. The 
cemented floors are damp and liable to re- 
eult in “Serious illness to us all. 

“Another point in my protest fs this: 
The Police Court is the most important 
tribunal of justice in St. Louis. fe try 
more cases than all the other courts com- 
bined. The best citizens of our community 
have cases in the First District Police 
Court and It is only proper they should be 
afforded better accommodations.”
